116. A multiple chamber airbag cushion comprising: 

a first panel having a central gas opening and at least one vent hole, 

a second panel having substantially the same dimensions as the first panel, and being attached to the 
first panel, along the edge thereof, 
a third panel having dimensions less than or equal to that of the second panel, and being attached along the edge thereof 
to the second panel with [at least] one of the second and third panels covering at least one vent opening in the other 
of said panels, a secondary chamber defined between said second and third panels receives gas from said primary 
chamber through said at least one vent opening in [at least] one of said second and third panels.
